“THE KAISER’S PLAN. 


How He Proposes to Avenge the Insult 
to Germany. 


FRANCE WILL BE MADE TO FEEL THE 
FORCE OF RETALIATION. 


The Mission of Empress Frederick Ends in 
Dismal Failure—Excitement in Paris— 
Boulanger Waiting for an Opening— 
Comments of the Berlin Press—Irish 
Affairs—Events Abroad. 


BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The Kaiser is determined 
to effect anentire change in the attitude of 
the Germans toward France. There will be 
no more attempts at conciliationand while 
there is no ground for hostility, the relations 
maintained will be those of reserve and rigid 
formality. The propored relaxation of pass- 
port regulations in Alsace-Lorraine has al- 
ready been withdrawn, and the French vis- 
itor tothe Reichstag will find himself under 
the same odious espionage that has been so 
irritatingin the past. The commanders of 
the frontier fortresses have been ordered to 
increase their -vigilance andall suspicious 
strangers are to be arrested, especially those 
who may be found with photographic appa- 
ratug.in the vicinity of fortified places. 

TheEmperor is said to largely blame Count 
von Munster for the failure of the Empress’ 
visit. The failure he feels most keenly, as he 
had gone far personally to make the mission 
A success, and the result is the first rebuff he 
has met since ascending the throne. The 
Xmperor intends for this reason, it is re- 
ported, to recall Yon Munster and put some 
one in his place who will be more assertive of 
German dignity and more successful in car- 
rying out the imperial wishes. 

Munster was Bismarck’s selection for the 
post, and the Kaiser has never treated him 
with entire confidence. It is thought that 
either Prince Reuss, Ambassador at Vienna, 
or Count Waldersee will get the appointment 
to Paris. Waldersee will be lost to the im- 
perial service unless he receives some ap- 
pointment that will give the Countess a 
chance to figure in society, as the Countess 
has already intimated that her husband will 


soon retire from the army. 
CAUSED EXCITEMENT. 

PARIS, Feb. 28.—The instructions sent by 
Mr. Chancellor Von Caprivi yesterday to the 
Governor of Alsace-Lorraine, Prince Von 
Hohenlohe Schillingfurst, to refrain from 
mitigating the passport regulations in Alsace- 
Lorraine, as previously proposed, and not to 
extend in any way additional facilities to the 
inhabitants of the French frontier communes 
to attend markets and fairs in German terri- 
tory, has caused considerable excitement in 
Paris. 

The Parisian neWspapers to-day publish 
violent articles on the subject, and are cer 
tainly notinany way tending torelieve the 
strained relations at present existing between 
Germany and France on account of the at- 
tacks upon the Empress Frederick during her 
stay in the French capital. 

The Temps, referring to the visit of Empress 
Frederick, says: ‘‘We conclude, that how- 
ever much the policy of Germany toward 
France may have varied, the spirit of the 
French Nation is unchanged. This fact, 
however, does not preclude relationsjof per- 
fect courtesy between the two Governments 
nor isit likely to disturb the incontestible 
relaxation produced inthe European situa- 
tion by the elimination of the Bismarck- 
Crisp! majority.’’ 

BOULANGER’S HAND. 

Gen. Boulanger seems likely totry his hand 
taking advantage of the excited state of the 
public mind, and is said to be hard at work 
with his friends concocting an anti-German 
manifesto in Brussels, where he is now Sstay- 
ing. Whether this is true or not, continuous- 
telephoning and telegraphing is going on be- 
tween the General and his friendsin Brus 
sels and the Boulangists who are now in 
Paris. 

THE CZAR’S VIEWS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 28.—The Russian 
press heartily approves the attitude of the 
French artists tin refusing to take part in the 
exhibition at Berlin, and regards the irritat- 
ing tone of Germany as highly reprehensibie. 
It is reported that the Czar has expressed the 
opinion that Chancellor Caprivi’s orders in 
relation to Alsace-Lorraine give gravé cause 
for disquiet and that he regrets that so harsh 
a@ measure was promulgated. 

BERLIN PRESS COMMENTS. 

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The press here comments 
on theinability of France to check the Chau- 
vinist agitation occasioned by the visit of 
Empress Frederick. The Vossitche Zeitung 
says: ‘*The Parisians are regaining common 
sense, but cases may arise compelling a per- 
emptory demand for satisfaction.’’ 

THE ITALIAN PRETS. 

RoME, Feb. 28.—The Reforma infers from the 
agitation against Empress Frederick in Paris 
that France is still as anxious as ever fora 
war of revenge on Germany. The Fan/fulla 
thinks that Emperor William was too hasty 
in sending his mother to France, and says he 
ought to have been contented with the minor 
actions on conciliation in Berlin. 

THANKED BY THE EX-EMPRESS. 

Paris, Feb. 28.—It is.reported that ex-Em- 
press Frederick through Count von Munster, 
yesterday, expressed her thanks to the 
French Government for the excellent ar- 
rangements which added to the pleasure of 
her visit to Paris. 

A statement, evidently originating with the 
German Embassy, is being made that the 
Empress Frederick did not visit St. Cloud, 
but simply drove by there while en route to 
Versailles.

The German Steamer Spree Narrowly 
Escapes a Disaster. — 


SHE COLLIDED WITH AN UNKNOWN VES. 
SELINA DENSE FOG. 


The Warren Line Ship Iowa Discovered in 
Distress—A Schooner Washed on the 
Breakers—Train Wrecked on a Ourve— 
Freight and Express Collide—Record of 
Casualties. 


New YorK, Feb. 2,—The North German 
Lloyd steamship Spree, which arrived here 
yesterday from Bremen, had a narrow escape 
from being sunk by collision in the North Sea 
when seven hours out from Bremen. A thick 
fog which subsequently delayed the steam- 
ship forty-eight hours was the cause of the 
collision. Shortly after dusk, when the 
Spree was steaming at the rate of six knots 
an hour, the look-out sighted a big bark on 
the wind, heading for the starboard side of 
the Spree. Before speed could be checked 
the square rigger fouled the Spree. The bark. 
had just luffed up and this alone saved the 
Several windows on the larboard 
side of the steamer were torn away by the 
jib-boom of the bark. The agents of the 
Spree tried to deny that there was a collision, 
but several passengers testified to the fact at 
q e, and Capt. Willegerod, com- 
mander of the vessel, afterward admitted 
the above facts to be true.

IN A MEXICAN PRISON. 


The Punisnment Meted Out to an Ameri- 
can at Guanajuato. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Feb. 28.—M. C. Bernard, a 
mining engineer who has just returned from 
Mexico, says that a young American named 
Graham is in prison at Guanajuato under a 
sentence of twenty years on an un- 
just conviction of murder. It seems 
that Graham was attacked on the 
the streets of Lagas by a Mexican and a Ger- 
man who were drunk, and that he shot the 
German in self-defense. Bernard says he 
was an eye-witness of the affair, and testified 
as to the facts on the trial, but ten Mexicans 
who did not see the fight testified that 
Graham started it. Bernard adds: ‘‘Gra- 
ham might just as well have been 
sentenced to death, for he will never live 
three years in prison at Guanajuato. The 
penitentiary is the filthiest institution in the 
republic. There are 500 .prisoners in a place 
that was made to accommodate 300. The 
victims die every week, sometimes two or 
three in that time. Suicides,I have heard, 
are of frequent occurence. The cells are alive 
with vermin and filth abounds everywhere. 
Men, women and children are piled into the 
same place, and everyone becomes covered 
with vermin soon after being put there. 
Their diet consists the year round of corn and 
peppers, with a little grease. 

‘It is a difficult matter to gain ad- 
mittance to the penitentiary, but 
some influential friends finally 
succeeded in securing for mea pass. Know- 
ing that prison fare is not the best, on several 
occasions before being able to reach the 
prison, I sent Graham a few delicacies. 
They never reached him, he said. The only 
way to get anything ofthe kind wasto pay 
the keeperto buyit.

Mr, Hill has reached here just in time to 
take part in a regular old-time Donnybrook 
Fair fight. Before Mr. Hill’s arrival the par- 
ticipants in the battle were the ‘‘Little 
Wizard,’’ Sidney Dillon, as President of the 
Union Pacific Railroad; Henry Villard and 
the entire Northern PacifiC management. 
Language loud, deep and beautifully ex- 
pressive has been used in the controversy, 
the ‘‘Wizard’’ and Dillon on one side and the 
others on the opposite. When Charles Francis 
Adams, was President of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, Mr. Hill made a deal ®ith him 
which appears to have been a very profitable 
one for Mr. Hill. The main stem of the Great 
Northern Railroad, when completed, will end 
at or near Seattle, Wash. The Oregon Rall- 
way branch of the Union Pacific ends at Port- 
land, Ore. Seattle and Portland are about 
150 miles apart. Mr. Hill made a contract 
with Mr. Adams by whicha railroad was to 
be bullt between those cities jointly by the 
Union Pacific and the Great Northern, each 
road paying half the expenses. This little 
strip of road would give Mr. Hill’s company a 
connection near the Pacific coast with Mr. 
Adams’ andopen uptothe Great Northern 
big prospects of California business. But the 
new line would bea direct parallel to the 
Northern Pacific,which connects Seattle and 
Portiand.

A Talk With Treasurer Huston’s Proba- 
ble Successor. 


LEMCKE SAYS THE PLACE HAS BEEN 
TENDERED TO HIM, 


But He Has Not Yet Made Up His Mind to 
Accept—Why the Present Incumbent 
Wants to Retire—SAretary Foster’s 
Identification —‘The Direct Tax Bill 
Passed—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 28.—A New York 
special toa morning paperhere says: J. A. 
Lemcke, formerly State Treasurer of Indiana, 
arrived here last night from Washington. 
Mr. Lemcke has been prominently mentioned 

.@8 Mr. Huston’s successor as Treasurer of 
the United States. He freely admitted last 
night that he had been offered the position, 
. but had not as yet decided to accept it. 

‘*] have been with President Harrison most 
of the afternoon,’’ said he, ‘‘conversing upon 
the Treasurer’s position. ‘The President has 
not yet accepted Mr. Huston’s resig- 
nation, and kt have not yet been 
appointed. Mr. Harrison will, how- 
ever, Offer me the office if he accepts 
Mr. Huston’s resignation. That was the 
cause of my trip to Washington to-day. Mr. 
Harrison and iI have always been intimate 
friends,and he asked meto-day whether I 
would accept the appointment. I cannot say 
whether Iwill or not,andI told the Presi- 
dent I could not make up my mind immedi- 
ately. YouseelI have alresdy engaged pas- 
sage in the steamship Victoria for a trip 
abroad with my family. We are to sail early 
in May. If I can postpone. the trip 
I will probably accept, This is the way 
matters stand at present, and President 
Harrison still holds Mr. Huston’s resigna- 
tion. Igall probabality I will make another 
trip to Washington early next week. My pur- 
pose in coming to New York was to get a loan 
of $300,000 for the State ofIndiana. My term 
of office as State Treasurer has just expired, 
and lam merely helping the new administra- 
tion along. My successor will be here on 
Monday to close up the affair. ’’ 

RECEIVING REGRETS. 

Allday yesterday Mr. Huston sat in his 
office receiving the regrets of the subordinate 
officers of the Treasury. He would not say 
that he had resigned nor would he say that 
he had not. The story is told that 
several disagreements have occurred 
between Mr. Huston and the /Presi- 
dent, and that on last Tuesday 
Mr. Huston went over to the White House 


and told the President that if he wanted to |. 


make an appointment before Congress ad- 
journed he would hand in his resignation. 
The President said for Mr: Huston to write 
the resignation and it would be accepted. 
The resignation was written and duly ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. J. A. Lemcke, ex-State Treasurer of 
Indiana, was at the time in New 
York, so he was sent for, and 
it was that the arrangements 
were made for him to take the appointment. 
The reasons given for Mr. Huston’s déssatis- 
faction are that the socialand political stand- 
ing of the office were not what he had ex- 
Mrs. Huston, when she came to 
Washington,'found her social prominence at 
the White House was not nearly so marked as 
she desired. In fact, she became so disgusted 
that last December she returned to her home 


‘with the avowed intention of staying there. 


She has returned since, however, and was 
accorded the privilege of assisting at one of 


‘the White House receptions. 


Mr. Huston found that politically there was 
nothing about the Treasury worthy of the 


‘Chairman of the Indiana Republican Com- 
‘ mittee of 88, which did such good work, and 


it was not long after his appointment that he 
became dissatisfied and decided to quit. The 
appointment of Mr. Lemcke Is looked upon as 
a bold and clever political movement. Heis 
a strong Gresham man and a leader of the 
anti-Administration party. The President’s 
friends look upon the move with approbation 
and think that the strength gained will more 
than counteract any hostility which may 
come from Huston. 
GENERAL LAND BILL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—The confer- 
ence committees on a general land bill have 
practically agreed upon a bill which Is satis- 
factory tothe Senate and House, and which 
is calculated to do away with all the disagree- 
ment which has existed for two years. The 
timber culture act is repeaied with a reserva- 
tion in favor, of bona fide claims initiated 

previous to the passage of this bill, and those 
having complied with the timber culture act 
for four years may prove up their claims. 

The desert land act is amended by requiring 
the filing of a map showing the proposed 
method of reclamation, and no persons shall 
receive patents for land under the act unless 
he has expended inthe work at least $3 per 
acre, $1 to be expended within each. year. 
After four years title may be secured by the 
payment of$1 per acre. Sec. 2,288 of the Ke- 
vised Statutes is amended so that any bona 
fide settler may have the right to transfer 
any portion of his claim for right of way for 
irrigation purposes, as well as for church, 
cemetery, railroad or school purposes. The 
pre-emption law is also repealed, except as 
to claims heretofore initiated, and except as 
to pre-emption by counties under a special 
law. 

Sec. 2,289 is amended so that persons al- 
ready holding 160 acres of land, or who 
abandon their residence on their own land, 
shall not have the rightto make homestead 
entry. Itis provided that in Colorado, Mon- 
tana, Indian Territory, South Dakota and 
Wyoming, and the gold and silver regions of 
Nevada and Utah, it shall be sufficient de- 
fense in any prosecution for trespass to show 
that the timber culture was for agricultural, 

mining, manufacturing or domestic pur- 
poses, and was not transported out of the 
State; this provision, however, is not to ap- 
ply to rallroads. Provision is made for town- 
site entry in Alaska and for the acquisition 
there of lands necessary for trade or manu- 
facturing purposes. Towns and cities, 
it is declared, may make _  town-site 
entries on mineral lands, but this right shall 
not interfere with the working of under- 
ground mineral claims. Provision is made 
for grants of right of way for irrigation pur- 
poses, but reservoir sites are not to contain 


. any more land than is necessary for their 


geonstruction and maintenance, The maxi- 
mum amount of land which any person may 
acquire is 320 acres. The President is given 
the right to set apart and reserve inany Ter- 
ritory forest lands as public reservations not 
subject to be entered upon. This will meet 
the principal aim of what is known as the 
Yellowstone Park bill.

THE FARMERS PRESSING MEASURES 
REGULATING RAILWAYS. 


Text of a Bill Now Under Consideration 
What Leading Members of the Lower 
House Say of Bills Now Pending— 
General Assembly of Arkansas—Other 
Legislatures. 


JEFFERSON CitY, Feb. 28.—The House com- 
pleted the consideration of the school text- 
book bill yesterday afternoon and sent it to 
engrossment. It was amended to such an 
extent that its author did not recognize it as 
the bill he introduced some time ago, and 
with the minority voted against sending 
it to engrossment. As the act now 
pends the Governor is required 
to appoint four persons who withthe State 
Superintendent of Schools aschairman will 
compose a commission. This commis- 
sion is required to either contract with a 
publishing house to supply the State for five 
years with school books or proceed to com- 
pile and publish aseriesif that plan is the 
cheaper. 

AFTER THE RAILROADS,

A SHOOTING OVER CARDS 


MOSE GAINES WOUNDED BY AN EAST 
SIDE LICENSE INSPECTOR. 


A Free-for-All Fight in East St. Louis This 
Morning Which May Resultina Death 
—An Early Morning Fire—-News From 
Across the River. 


A free-for-all ight occurred early this morn- 
ing on Main street opposite the City Hall in 
East St. Louis,.in which Moses Gaines, a rail- 
road man, was shot in the stomach with a re- 
volver, but not fatally hurt. The fight occur- 
red about 2:30a. m., resulting from a quarrel 
over a game of cards. Persons who saw the 
fight reported at the Police Station this morn- 
ing that the shot was fired by License Inspec- 
tor Patrick Boyne, arid that officer failed to 
report for duty at the usual hour. It is un- 
derstood that he received injuries in the fracas 
which, though not of a serious nature, were 
sufficient to prevent him from leaving his 
home during the forenoon. - His friends of the 
police department say he would not have 
fired the shot without sufficient cause. James 
toid his friendshe would not prosecute 
Boyne, and they so informed Chief of Police 
Walsh, at an investigation will 
be made. Though an experienced railroad 
man, Gaines has not followed his avocation 
for some years, he having sustained injuries 
in a bridge accident which crippled and in- 
capacitated him. Boyne has been 
license inspector for several years. He 
was known as an efficient officer. 
It is said that Gaines would have been killed 
but for the interference of Hugh E. Boyle, 
superintendent of the electric light plant. 
When Boyne fired he was about forty feet 
away from Gafnes. The latter was standing 
in front of the door of Guiterman’s 
saloon, which the two had left 
after the quarrel. Boyle was on 
the outside alsoy and when he saw Boyne 
draw his pistol, he rushed in front of him. 
The weapon was discharged and the bullet 
struck Boyle in the hand, near the edge of 
the palm. It passed throughthe flesh of his 
hand and struck Gaines in the stomach. 
Boyle’s hand had lessened its force andGaines 
was not badly injured. The bullet did not 
penetrate the flesh more than its length, but 
dropped into Gaines’ shoe, leaving only a 
shallow wound where it struck. 

A MORNING FIRB. 

A two-story frame buiding on Fourth street, 
near Missourilavenue, was damaged by fire 
this morning at 50’clock. The kitchen roof 
was ignited by a defective flue, and the back 
part of the building burned ont. Hubert 
Boisseau, the owner of the building, occupied 
the lower floor with his family, Fred Regens- 
berger and family lived up-stairs. Most otf 
the furniture was saved from damage. The 
building is damaged to the extent of about 
$1,000.

“ONLY A NOMINAL FINE.” 


Judge Green Tells Why He Imposed It, 
and the Appéal Is Dismissed. 


A motion for arehearing in the case of R. 
D. Lancaster against the managing editor of 
the Post-DisPaTon made before Acting Judge 
Green in the trial for libel was dismissed to- 
day by the defense without asking the ruling 
of the Court. The matter complained of by 
the prosecutor was a four-col- 
umn report of the doings 
of the October Grand-jury, which left sixty 
indictments lying in their quarters, not one 
of which was worth the paper it was written 
on, The special attorney forthe prosecutor 
repeatedly interpreted such parts of the 
article as related to Lancaster. He said it 
charged that R. D. Lancaster had sought to 
procure for himelf an appointment to the 
October Grand-jury for two pur- 
poses, to balk the lottery inquiry and the 
School Board investigation, 

The attorneys for the defense announced 
that the defense tothe charge of libel was 
the truth of the article. The case presented 
by the State was the publication, circulation 
and admission of responsibility. 

The prosecutor was not the prosecuting 
witness. Though in court and beside his 
special attorney at all stages of the case he 
did not take the witness stand. His 
conduct in this was denounced by the 
defense as ‘‘skulking,’’ but he failed to take 
the witness stand where he might be cross- 
examined. 

The proposition ofthe defense was to jus- 
tify the article by proving by sworn testimony 
that the allegations were true. first alle- 
gation was that Lancaster got on the Grand- 
jury when he had no right there. It was then 
shown that his pame was not onthe Grand- 
jury lists at all and had not been 
since Dec. 21, 1885. It was shown 
that it was R. J. Lancaster who was drawn 
and for whom the summons was made out. 
It was shown that Lancaster knew that the 
summons was not for him; that the proposi- 
tion was made by his partner tothe Circuit 
Attorney not to object to R. D. should he ap- 
pear in answer to the summons. He and not 
the party summoned appeared and was ap- 
pointed by Judge Normile. 

Early inthe case Judge Normile was sub- 
peenaed asa witness for the State, but he 
was not called to the witness 
stand. The probabilities and the rules 
of evidence made it inadvisable in the opin- 
ion of the lawyers, for the defense to call him 
as a witness to the facts. 

Messrs. Dwight Tredway, E. G. Scudder, 
Henry Pins, Robert R. Scott and other mem- 
bers of the October Grand-jury were called to 
establish the truth of the statements in the 
four column article as the legal defense. 

The prosecution objected, and the Court on 
the legal points raised ruled that the Grand 
jurors could not testify to the occurrences in 
the Grand jury room. 

This would have cut off all explanation 
whatever, had it not been that many of the 
occurrences had leaked out. Circult Atto- 
ney Clover was called and testified that on 
the street Lancaster had told him that he 
(Lancaster) had moved a reconsideration of 
a vote tofindan indictment, because of an 
argument made to him by Chief of Police 
Harrigan. Maj. Harrigan, called to the 
stand, swore that Lancaster  lIed 
when he made that representa- 
tion. He had never had the conversation 

which Lancaster reported. Grand-juror 
Scott testified that he had a conversation 
with the defendant, who repeated verbatim 
what Lancaster had said in the motion to re- 
consider and who was perfectly familiar with 
what had occurred in the Grand-jury room. 
He was asked if the article inthe Post-Dis- 
PATCH was not a faithful report of what had 
taken place in the Grand-jury room, 
the prosecution would not permit him to 
answer.

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- THE UNION DEPOT PLANS. 


PLAN TO EXTEND THE TIME FOR THEIR 
PRESENTATION. 


.The Board of Public Improvements Aim- 


ing to Render the Terminal Association 
All the Assistance in Their Power— 
The Official Organ in Trouble. 


The city officials are anxiously awaiting 
some communication on the subject of the 


‘Mew Union Depot. The first official informa- 


tion perhapsthat will come will be the ac- 
ceptance of the ordinance by the company 
within sixty days from the day the Mayor 
Dr. Taussig, representing the 
railroad companies, has said that it was very 
probable that there would be nothing done in 
the way of accepting the ordinance until the 
sixty days had expired, as all the time that 
could be had would be needed to make the 
plans and have them ready for the board 
within the four months’ time specified by the 
ordinance. One of the members of the 
Board of Public Improvements, in speak- 
ing. of the subject this mornaing, 
said: ‘‘Dr. Taussig need feel no uneasiness 
on that score and I can suggest a very simple 
and effective way of getting around the difi- 
culty. The board, as you know, is very de- 
sirous of rendering all the assistance it pos- 
sibly can. Now, if Mr. Taussig will submit 
some rough plans of a general nature to 
the board at any time, the earlier the better, 
the board will reject them as unsatisfactory. 

Then the railroad people can explain the 
situation and ask for a reasonable time in 
which to make up the new plans. The board 
willreadily grant the time, and do anything 
else it can to help out.’’ 

Street Commissioner Murphy was asked this 
morning if he had hadany word: from the 
depot company. Maj. Murphy said: ‘‘No,I 
have not, but expect a demand for informa- 
tion from this office very soon.

The Evening Call, which has the contract for 
the city printing, narrowly escaped losing 
the contract by not getting the paper out 
yesterday afternoon, the forms from which 
the paper was to be printed having been 
captured and concealed by constable. It 
was only after a two-hour hunt that they 
were recovered. The case as related by Mr. 
Ben Deering, the editor, is as follows: ‘‘Pat- 
rick Melody entered suit against us for serv- 
ices which I know he never performed and 
got judgment against us by default. He was 
putupto thething by enemies of ours who 
are anxious to make us lose the contract. 
We had ten days in which to file our 
appeal, the time being up to-day. Yesterday 
we had not filed the bonds and the Constable 
took the execution and siezed the forms as 
they were going to the press-room, and put- 
ting them in a wagon he had ready took them 
to North 8t. Louls. We gotanorder from 
Justice Manning for their release, but we 
could not findthe constable. After along 
hunt we found him and the forms. 
He refused to honor the order from the jus- 
tice. Wewent backto the justice and he 
added a line to the order, saying that unless 
it was observed there would be trouble for 
the constable. Sothe forms were released. 
The whole thingisa put up jobonus and we 
know just exactly who is doing it.’’

Knocked Out by Mr. Bell. 


The pontoon bridge at St. Charles was torn 
loose from its moorings some days ago by the 
ice floating down the river. The contem- 
plated pontoon bridge at St. Louis has been 
for the present session of the Assembly 
knocked out by the opinion of City Counselor 
Bell, now in the possession of the Chairman 
of the Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments. 

The bill affected by the decision is one in- 

troduced immediately after the veto of the 
Mayor on the first bill was sustained. Mr. 
Bell expresses himself on the subject as fol- 
lows: 
} The question you have submitted to me arises out 
of the following facts: At the present session of the 
Municipal Assembly council bill 87, authorizing cer- 
tain named parties te constructa pontoon bridge in 
the harbor of St. Louis ,was introduced in the Council 
and passed by both Houses, was vetoed by the Mayor 
and the veto was sustained by the Council; subse- 
quently at the same session, another bill was intro- 
duced in the Council authorizing the same parties 
to construct a floating viaduct in the harbor of St. 
Louis north of North Market street. The point is 
whether the second bill can be considered. The ac- 
tion of the Council on the first bill amounted to the 
rejection of the bill and determined that a pontoon 
bridge should not be built in the harbor of St. Louis. 
The rule of parliamentary law is that if a bill is re- 
jected another of the same substance cannot be 
brought in again the same session. The two bills are 
substantially alike. Thereisno essential difference 
between them. A pontoon bridge isa floating via- 
duct. Itis the same structure under a different 
name. Pursuantto the above rule the second bill 
should not be considered. 

The bill will be allowed to die a natural 
death when the present Council goes out of 
existence and then it will not come up again 
atthe beginning of the session of the new 
Assembly elected in April. 


The Terminal Depot Fight. 


The track fight on North Third street or 
North Broadway came up before the Council 
last night and there are now two very strong 
parties arranged on either side. The question 
is whether the Merchants’ Terminal 
shall be allowed to lay aie track 
across Broadway at the intersection of Third 
street and O’Falion street or not. Last night 
a strong petition in favor of the track was 
sent in and an equally strong stand taken by 
the opposition. The Street Department is in 
the possession of some statistical facts which 
may have a very marked influence over the 
action of the Gouncil. It has long beena 
custom for the Street Department to 
post men at various points about 
the paved parts of the city to 
keep a tally of the number of 
vehicles passing a given point in 
a given time. In the last series of 
tallies taken a man was put at Third and 
O’Falion, and his report shows an average of 
6,500 vehicles during twelve hours’ time. 
This isa very high rate and shows that the 
street is used for wagon traffic more than is 
common. The corner of Third and Washing- 
ton avenue run a higher rate, but there are 
very few other corner where the traflicis as 
heavy. 

Two Queer Street Railroad Bills. 

Two street railroad bills were introduced 
in the Council last night, which have aroused 
@great deal of speculation astothe inten- 
tions and plans of those back of m. In

This route carries the road over part of the 
Union Depot lines on the south where it goes 
along Second Carondelet avenue. At 
Eighteenth and Chouteau avenue it runs 
along from Chouteau avenue and Gratiot 
street over the same line as the Lindell 
road. Onthe north of the bridge it runs 
east to the People’s line on Fourth street, go- 
ing north it runs for a block over the Citizens’ 
route and then for several blocks over the St. 
Louis or Broadway lines and on the way 
round to the northern terminus they get into 
the territory of the Mound City line. 

The route in the second bill is as follows: 
Beginning at Park and Mississippi a 
north to Ohouteau avenue, across city bl 
No. 2282 to Papin street, east to Eighteenth 
street, north to O’Fallon street, west to 
Hogan street, north to North Market street, 
east to Second street. Here they run parallel 
to the People’s road on the west and 
for half a block on Papin street tangle up 
with the Lindell road again. The opinions as 
to the real intent of these two measures are 
various, but unless there is an unders 
with nearly all the companies in St. Louls 
the bills will have but little show of getting 
through.

CANADIAN POLITICS. 


Bishops to Be Disciplined by the Pope—The 
Campaign. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 28.—It is saidin ecclesias- 
tical circles that two Canadian bishops are 
about to be disciplined by the Pope for ex- 
ercising undue influence in the present cam- 
paign. There is no doubt that the Roman 
Catholic clergy have entered into the political 
campaign with as much bias and vituperation 
asthe laity. The heirarchy is being divided 
into two distinct camps, the Cardinal at the 
Quebec Laval University and his followers 
being opposed to Sir John, while the Mon- 
signeurs of Three Rivers, Montreal, and other 
dioceses are actively supporting him. 

Archbishop Fabre’s recent pastoral in favor 
of British connection and denouncing unre- 
stricted reciprocity as a road to annexation 
has caused the ire of the Quebec Liberal 
clergy torise. Itissaid on the authority of 
one of the professors of the Normal School at 
Quebec that this pastoral, as well as Bishop 
O’Brien’s letter, in which he espoused the 
cause of Sir John Thompson in Nova Scotia, 
is now on the way to Rome to be submitted to 
the Propaganda. The same authority says 
that numerous bishops and priests have been 
severely disciplined by the tribunal for using 
undue influence in the campaign. 

The Liberals claim that Sir John Macdonald 
has promised Archbishop Fabre, through 
Hon. J. A. Chapleau, that after the elections 
the Government will give the Archbishop 
$60,000 toward the completion of &t. Peter’s 
Cathedral in this city, an edifice which has 
been in course of construction for twenty-five 
years. This is said to be the cause for Arch- 
bishop Fabre’s mandement against the 
Liberal party. Itis even said that Mr. Chap- 
leau wrote the mandement himself, but this 
is hardly credited. Charges of boodling are 
now flying about and enough already is 
known to stamp the present election as one of 
the most corrupt ever carried on this 
country. 

A well-known New Yorker who made him- 
self notorious hereafew yearsago through 
his corrupt politics in the Legislature has 
again arrived to take part in the elections 
and the Conservatives are claiming that he 
has brought lots of ‘unrestricted recip- 
rocity’’ money. 

Sir Adolph Caron is havinga hard fight in 
Chicoutimi and yesterday large quantities of 
whisky were shipped to his agents there. A 
gang of toughs, headed by a Liberal ex-con- 
vict was also sent down to assist in the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Van Horn, President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, is out with another letter in 
reply to his first letter, which attacked the 
Liberal policy. Mr. Van Horn denies that he 
is an American, for, while born in the States, 
he has become a naturalized Canadian cit- 
izen. He claims that unrestricted reciprocity 
would be ruinous to Canada and 
to the Canadian Pacific Railway. Mean- 
while, the general campaign is being pushed 
with a violence and vigor that has seldom 
been experienced in Canada. It has brought 
out all the accumulated political bitterness 
ofthe past four years. Two circumstances 
have contributed to the vigor and anger of 
the contest. The first is the complicated 
character of the trade issue, and the second 
the very generally entertained belief that the 
fightistobeacloseone. This year the cen- 
sus of the Dominion will be taken, and under 
the provisions of the British North American 
act the winning party will, with the year, 
have the right to arrange the constituencies 
so as to prolong its term of office. Under the 
guise of a readjustment of representation 
the party in power is sure to *‘gerrymander’’ 
the constituencies so that its opponents will be 
‘*hived’’ ina comparatively few constituen- 
cies. Sir John Macdonald did this in 1882, 
and if he is victorious in this contest it may 
be depended upon that he will complete the 
‘*gerrymander’’ then begun.

ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


RAILWAY LINES BADLY DAMAGED BY 
THE FLOOD. 


Aiding Sufferers in the Desolated Valleys 
—Property Destroyed Along the Gila 
Riyver—The Ohio Receding—Experience 
of Steamboatmen—Cold Weather. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 28.—The work of 
restoring the Southern California lines is 
progressing satisfactorily,but some time will 


‘elapse before the traffic is resumed. The 


lines to Santa Ana and San Juan arein bad 
shape and travel toSan Diego will not be 
possible till the middle of next week at the 
earliest. The line between San Bernardino 
and Orange will-not be opened before next 
Wednesday. The Santa Fe overland will 
start to-day by way of Mojave for the East 
and will continue running this way until the 
line in Cajon Pass is cleared, when the old 
plan will be resumed. 

It commenced raining lightly again about 
dark last night and the indications were 
that it would continue during the night, 
The general situation inthe surrounding 
country remains practically unchanged. 

IN THE TIAJUANA VALLEY. 

SAN DIEGO, Oal., Feb. 28.—Last night par- 
ties who came np from Tiajuana for aid for 
sufferers report that at least seventy people 
are housed in the school-house and the few 
structures left standing in flooded (districts 
with absolutely nothing to eat and but few 
clothes. The farmers in the neighborhood 
have fed the homeless people since the flood. 

Another Mexican is missing from the lower 
side, who is thought to have been drowned. 
The damage in Tiajuana Valley is over $40,- 
000. The funeral of Druggist Scribner took 
place yesterday, and while the body was be- 
ing carried over the trestle work one of the 
bearers fell through and the coffin was precip- 
itated on top of him, seriously injuring him. 

ALONG THE GILA. 

CuiiFrTon, Ariz., Feb. 28.—The river has risen 
again, causing another flood. Much property 
has been destroyed, railroads demolished, 
dams and fumes gone. Work has been sus- 
pended by both the Arizona and Detroit Cop- 
per Mining companies. The South approach 
to the iron bridge here and the entire iron 
bridge at Guthrie, twelve miles south, 
are gone. It is impossible to estimate the 
damage now. No authentic reports of the 
destruction of the farms in Gila Valley have 
been received yet. 


Down to Zero. 


CLARKSVILLE, Mo., Feb. 28.—This city was 
visited by a heavy snowstorm last night, and 
this morning the thermometor registered 
zero. It is feared that the peach crop Is 
much injured,as the warm weather of the past 
week has caused many ofthe buds to swell. 

COLDEST OF THE WINTER. 

St- Pavurt, Minn., Feb. 28.—The coldest 
weather of the winter is sweeping down over 
the Northwest. At Prince Albert, yesterday, 
the thermometer registered 4 deg. below 
gero. Q’Appelle had a temperature of 40 deg. 
below and Winnipeg 38 deg. 

THE BLIZZARD IN KANSAS. 

ARKANSAS CiTy, Kan., Feb. 28.—The blizzard 
last night wasthe worst of the season here 
and the people in the Cherokee strip who had 
been Out in the severe cold for two days pre- 
vious suffered terribly. A man coming in from 
the settlement on the Chiskaka River reports 
that several children perished by cold, and a 
woman lying ill, ina tent south of thecity, 
will probably die asthe result of exposure. 
Many tents and wagons in the boomers’ 
camps were blown over and the people wan- 
dered about in the bitter cold for hours. 

. SNOW IN TENNESSEE. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 28.—This entire 
section is enveloped in a blinding snowstorm 
to-day. It began falling about 9 
o’ciock this morning and continues 
steadily. Three inches cover the ground. 
The tndications are that snow-fall will not 
cease before night and that it will be the 
heaviest on record in this section. 


High Water Elsewhere. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 28.—The river con- 
tinues to recede at the rate of an inch 
an hour and now is below fifty-three 
feet. The trains resumed arrival and de- 
parture from the central depot at noon.

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


By-Laws Framed by the Directory—Radi- 
cal Changes. 

CuicaGo, Tll., Feb. 28.—The local Word’s 
Fair directory has framed and adopted a new 
set of by-laws, which materially affects the 
machinery of contract letting and construc- 
tion. In brief, under the new by-laws the 
directory, through its standing committees, 
takes a firmer hold on the conduct 
of affairs, and, in doing s0, cir- 
cumscribes the power of Director 
Gen. Davis, whose orders are made subject 
to supervision. At the same time the powers 
of Chief of Construction Burnham are en- 
larged. Under the new arrangement Mr. 
Burnham is given the authority to let con- 
tracts involving an expenditure of less 
than $2,000 upon his own re- 
sponsibility, a power formerly 
in the Director-General. There is 
further concentration of power by a pro- 
vision in the by-laws that the Executive 
Committee shall relieve the Board of Direc- 
tors from taking any part in contract letting. 
A significant amendment is aclause which 
empowers chairmen of standing committees 
to make expenditures for amounts 
less than $2,000, thereby giving the 
chairman the power to supervise the 
departments, as the chief of departments 
must go to him whenever he wishes to make 
any expenditure to secure his approval. 
Director General Davis desires to conduct the 
Foreign Affairs Department himself, and in 
a@ general way the directors approve of this 
arrangement, but reserve the right to ‘‘su- 
pervise.’’ 

Col. Davis concedes their right to ‘‘in- 
spect,’’ but supervision and jurisdiction are 
different, he thinks. 


STANLEY’S LECTURE. 


The African Explorer Entertains a Large 
Audience, 


Henry M. Stanley entertained a large au- 
dience fortwo hours in Entertainment Hall 
last night and was much more warmly re- 
ceived than on his visit here in December. 
Bishop Tuttle of the Episcopal Church intro- 
duced him to the audience and on the plat- 
form were seated a number of clergymen, 
professors and other well-known citizens. 
Mr, Stanley first told how he came to bean 
explorer of Africa, and he gave the story ina 
very interesting manner, particularly his 
famous interview in Paris with James Gordon 
Bennett. <As is well known,. Mr. Bennett 
wanted him todo halfadozgen things before 
commencing his search for Livingstone, and 
these assignments took him over a 
large portion of Europe, Asia and 
Africa and required nearly a year’s 
time. When hefinally arrived at Zanzibar 
he found no letter of credit there, and with- 
out money he could do nothing, but with the 
assistance of the American Oonsul he was 
able to establish his credit with a banker and 
borrowed $50,0000n a note for $55,000, with 
which to. raise and provision an exploring 
caravan, 

The lecturer gave a graphic description of 
his trip into the interior of Africa and his 
meeting with Livingstone, and then re- 
counted many of the interesting features of 
his second African expedition, made for the 
purpose of settling disputed points about 
Lake Victofia, Lake: Tanganyike, Lake 
Albert and the river which Living- 
stone believed was the Upper Nile, 
but which proved to be the 
Upper Congo. This expedition resulted ina 
satis settlement ofall the questions 
and the party reached the mouth of the 
Congo after a trip of 999 days in crossing 
Africa. 

The lecturer closed with a very interesting 
account of his third expedition, in which 

military stations were made along the Upper 
Congo, and which opened up the river to 
navigation -and commerce almost up to its

MISSOURI'S SHARE. 


The $647,000 which the State of Missouri 
will get out of the Federal Treasury will 
be a ‘‘swag’’ dividend of money collected 
from the people of the whole country and 
divided unequally and unjustly among a 
log-rolling combination of States that had 
the power to grab money which they had 
no moral right to take and appropriate. 

There is not a dollar in the Federal 
Treasury that does not represent taxes paid 
in lawful proportion by the people of all 
the States for Federal purposes alone.

There was less 
of inequality and injustice in the famous 
Whig distribution of a Treasury surplus 
among the States, which resulted so dis- 
astrously to some of the States receiving 
the money.

The Jury in the Vail Case Discharged 
by the Court. 


ELEVEN WERE FOR ACQUITTAL AND ONE 
FOR CONVICTION. 


Mr. Forshaw, the Juror Who Believed the 


Prisoner Guilty, Gives a Remarkable | ing 


Account of His Exverience in the Jury 
Room—Lawyers in the Case Oriticise 
the Court. 


The jury in the Vail case failed to agree and 
this morning they were discharged. 

The blow was a severe one to Vail, who had 
recognized the possibility of a mistrial, but 
thought it remote, and believed that he 
would be acquitted. He came into thé court- 
room with dark rings under his eyes, his 
cheeks pale and the lines of his face deeply 
marked. He had borne the trial well and at 
the close seemed his usual self, but forty 
hours .of anxiety, of hope, of fear, had told 
on bim more than the two weeks of 
trialand when he came from the jail this 
morning he expected to hear of his acquittal. 
When he learned that the jury had disagreed 
and that he must remain in jail for another 
year and stand another trial with its chances 
and all its possibilities he showed the dis- 
appointment he feitand seemed terribly de- 
pressed, His mother was not 
there to-day. Good judgment had 
counseled her to remain away. 

The room, aisles and all, were crowded as 
usual when the court opened and after the 
day’s docket had been disposed of the Court 
announced thata communication had been 
received from the jury. Deputy Sheriff Culkin 
was instructed to bring them down and in a 
few minutes they walked in and took their 
places. 

Addressing them the Court said: ‘‘Gentle- 
men, I received from you the following com- 
munication: 

JURY-ROOM, Feb. 28, 1891. 
Honorable Judge St. Louis Criminal Court. 

The jury have come to the conclusion that it is im- 
POSSIBLE to arrive at a verdict. 

‘‘This morning I received from you this 
communication: 

JURY-ROOM, Feb. 28, 1891. 
Honorable Judge St. Louis Criminal Court. 

The jury, after mature deliberation, have decided 
that is utterly IMPOSSIBLE for them toagree. The 
circumstances are such that should we remain here 
six months we should etiil fail to agree to a verdict.

THE JURY DISCHARGED. 

‘*Gentlemen, I sent for youto make a few 
inguiries.. When you went to the jury rooni I 
instructed the Sheriff not to learn himself and 
not to let:any one else learn how you stood, I 
do not want to know how you stand. Whois 
your foreman now, Mr. Frank?’’ 

Mr. Frank rose and said: ‘‘Il am, your 
Honor.’’ 

‘*Well,’’ said the Court, ‘‘is this communi- 
cation which I read the one which you sent to 
me?’’ 

**Yes, sir.’’ 

“*Are you all, gentlemen, of the opinion 
which is expressed in this communication?’’ 

‘*Yes, your Honor,’’ they replied in chorus. 

**You think you cannot agree?’’ 

‘*It is impossible, Your Honor,’’ they said 
again. 

**‘Do you think thatif I kept you together 
fora week or month you would still dis- 
agree?’’ : 

‘Yes, your Honor,’’ said the chorus again. 

‘*‘And you all concur in this statement of 
your foreman that if you were kept together 
for six months you would still fail to agree?’’ 

‘*Yes, Your Honor.’’ 

‘‘Gentlemen, you are discharged. Mr. 
Sheriff, adjourn court until 10 o’clocK Mon- 
day . ? 

The audience pushed within the bar and the 
jurors left their seats. Jurors Richets and 
Collins walked at once toward Mr. Mc- 
Donald and heid out their hands. Four or 
five others followed them and shook hands 
with the defendant's attorney. They told 
him they believed Vail was innocent, and 
they denounced in equally forcible terms the 
insurance companies and Juror Nathan For- 
shaw, who held out forconviction to the last. 

Mr. Collins said: 

JUROR COLLINS TALKS. 

‘*We first elected Phelps foreman, but he 
resigned and we elected Forshaw foreman, 
hoping he would take some interest in the 
case. He would not discuss it; he would do 
nothing. Hesimply voted for conviction on 
every ballot. Afterwards we elected 
Franke foreman.’’ 

WHY JUROR WILSON CHANGED. 

Juror Lemuel Wilson voted for conviction 
on the first seven ballots, and on the eighth 
he voted to acquit, the eighth ballot result- 
ing 11 for acquittal andi forconviction. Mr. 
Wilson said: **When we went¢énto the jury- 
room we stood 4for conviction and 8 for ac- 
quittal. The four who voted toconvict were 
Forshaw, Knoppstead, Phelps and myself. 
During the time we were there Knoppstead 
and Phelps changed to acquittal, and 
Forshaw and myself were the only ones 
who voted to convict. Finally Itold them 
that I believed Vail was guilty, butif there 
was any chance toagree I would fall back on 
the theory of a reasonable doubt and vote to 
aquit. I did vote on the last ballot toacguit, 
but Forshaw was convinced that he was 
guilty and would not change his vote.’’ 

‘‘What wasthe principal point of disagree- 
ment?’’ 

‘*Well, there were a number of things. that 
influencedthe jury. They didn’t agree on a 
gooa many points, but most of them felt that 
there was a ‘reasonable doubt’ and gave Vail 
the benefit of it.’”’ 

MR. FORSHAW’S INTERESTING STORY. 

Mr. Forshaw told an interesting story of his 
experience in the jury-room. He kept his 
seat in the jury-box when the others left it 
and when he was asked why he held out 
against the other eleven he said: 

**‘Because I believe he is guilty. I have 
been a sportsman all my life. I consider my- 
selfan expert in firearms, and I do not be- 
lieve Vail’s pistol could have. been discharged 
as he says itwas. The others confessedly 
knew nothing about firearms, but Mr. Mc- 
Donald’s talk about insurance companies is 
what influenced them. When he 
told them that the insurance com- 
panies were persecuting Vail to prevent 
paying the policies they believed it and they 
voted to acquit on that ground. I looked at 
the facts and Iam still of the opinion. that

A GRAPHIC INCIDENT OF GEN. SHER- 
MAN’S “MARCH TO JACKSON.” 


Mr. Miles Sells’ Civilian Recollections of 
War Times—Tuttle’s Troubles in the 
‘“Vicksburg District’’—Sherman’s Blunt 
Instructions to a Quartermaster. 


‘‘My first meeting with Gen. Sherman dur- 
ing the war was a peculiar one. I saw him 
surrounded by probably the strangest tro- 
phies of victory that ever accompanied the 
progress of aconquering military leader in 
all the history of the world.’’ 

The speaker was Mr. Miles Sells of the 
Southern supply firm of Sells & Oo. of this 
city, and the remark was caused by a discus- 
sion of the career of the great Union Gen- 
eral so recently buried in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. The story told by 
Mr. Sells following his opening statement 
was an interesting and graphic one, touch- 
ing upon a period of Gen, Sherman’s war-. 
time record not so often dwelt upon as other 
achievments of the hero of the ‘‘March to the 
Sea,’’ and also full of incidental interest that 
caused it to be heard with the most profound 
attention. 

A CIVILIAN’S WAR STORY. 

During the year 1863, Mr. Sells was in the 
South in the interests of his firm, buying cot- 
ton from the plantations of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. It wasa business that could not 
be carried on with either commercial or per- 
sonal safety in those stormy times, unless a 
merchant were under the protection of the 
Union forces then invading those States, 
and most of Mr. Sells’ operations were 
conducted practically from military head- 
quarters. The trading was done among those 
plantations lying in the path of the army, 
where cotton was still raised by women and 
boys despite the terrors of invasion and ‘‘mil- 
itary occupation,’’ and Mr. Sells was neces- 
sarily thrown much with the Union officers. 
His first meeting with Gen. Sherman oc- 
curred at the Federal headquarters at ‘‘Big 
Black’’ on the Big Black River, a few miles 
from Vicksburg, afd was an incident of Sher- 
man’s march to Jackson, Miss. 

THE MARCH TO JACKSON. 

‘*It impressed me at the time,’’ says Mr. 
Sells in telling the story, *‘because in one 
scene there seemed to be shown in striking 
epitome the whole dread extent of the war’s 
ravages inthe South. It was on an evening 
late in the fall of the year of 1863. Gen. Tuttle, 
he of Grand Army fame, whose howl over 
President Cleveland’s possible presence at 
the G. A. R. reunion in St. Louis in 1888 
caused a reopening of his own particularly 
shady war record, was then in com- 
mand ofthe Union forces in what was called 
the ‘Vicksburg District.’ I was taking sup- 
per with Gen. Tuttle and the officers of his 
staff at headquarters. It was known that 
Sherman was marching towards Big Black, 
and his advance guard was expected almost 
any moment. No one was surprised, 
therefore, when, just as we had finished 
supper, word came that Sherman’s 
troops were approaching, and Gen. Tuttle 
and his staff at once mounted and rode for- 
ward to meet them. I accompanied the 
party. 

SLAVES FOLLOWING THE ARMY, 

‘‘The impromptu vanguard of Sherman’s 
column was a remarkable and picturesque 
gathering. It consisted ofnegroes by the 
thousand, on foot,.on horseback and in 
vehicles of every description. They were 
slaves from the plantations and towns 
through which Sherman had passed, familiar 
‘contraband’ of war times, and they had 
‘picked up’ and followed, or rather led and 
surrounded, the military, at a moment’s 
notice. In addition to collecting their 
own movables, the ‘ransomed slaves’ had 
confiscated the property of their former own- 
ers, and their caravan represented the wreck 
of many a good old Southern home, Family 
carriages, buggies and farm wagons 
were loaded down with negroes—men, 
women and children huddled together. 
Some were excited, loud and talkative; 
some were singing old cornfield songs or 
camp meeting hymns;some were quiet and 
half-scared by the strange change that had 
come into their lives. Many of the negro 
women were protected only by a bed guilt or 
some similar covering wrapped around 
them. 

‘*In one of the wagonsa negro woman lay 
dead. She had died in giving birth toa child 
on the dreary night march of Sherman’s 
army, and her husband trudged along by the 
side of the wagon, his black face filled with 
that deep and patient melancholy character- 
isticof the African in times of affliction. 

SHERMAN’S TROPHIES OF WAR. 

‘*accustomed as the officers advancing to 
meet Gen. Sherman had become to the negro, 
and to his fondness for the life of a camp- 
follower, they were surprised by this vast 
cloud of black humanity accompanying Sher- 
man.

‘*‘And so they were, In one sense, but a 
stranger following than that, surely, no army 
has ever had before or since. 

**‘Of course that occasion was not the first 
time I had ever seen Gen. Sherman. I had 
known him in 8t. Louis both as a banker and 
as the President of the 8t. Louls Railway Oo. 
before the war. It was, however, the first 
time I had met him since he had becomea 
General of the United States Army. His 
arrivalat Big Black was a fateful event 
for Gen. Tuttle. For some time there 
had been serious complaints of Gen. Tuttle’s 
management ofthe Vicksburg district as a 
military department.

CAUSES OF COMPLAINT. 

Complaints of the manner itn which grain 
was inspected and the character of the wheat 
passedas No. 2 wereheard by members of 
the committee, and were the subject of con- 
versation and discussion between the com- 
mittee and the Chief Grain Inspector. Ex- 
Inspector Jasper N. Burks was in the city 
while the investigation was in progress, and 
his advice was sought by the committeemen. 
From good authority it is learned that 
the excuse was made that although 
nominally res le for his deputies, 
the Chief Inspector had in reality little voice 
in naming them, but was obliged to appoint 
such men as the Railroad Commissioners de- 
sired. Ina conversation with a member of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Mr. Burks stated 
that when he first took the office his desire 
was to appoint as his deputies the old force of 
Merchants’ Exchange Inspectors, knowing 
them to be men of long experience, but that 
he found this to be impossible, owing to the 
pressure brought to bear upon him from the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners. Of the first batch of deputies ap- 
pointed nearly all were the relatives or 
friends of Senators who had favored the 
passage of the State inspection law, and were 
not men whom the chief inspector would have 
drawn of his own motion. It wasthe recog- 
nition of this fact that led the committee to 
reportin favor ofa severance between the 
railroad and warehouse commissioners and 
grain inspector’s office. 

MERCHANTS INDORSE THE REPORT. 

The subject was extensively discussed on 
*Change, and the general feeling among mil- 
lers and shippers was that the character of 
the service rendered would be much better if 
the deputy inspectors should be really as well

FATHER’S FAMILY. 


Two Stories of Youthful Depravity—A 
Mississippi Killing—Claimed by Two 
Women—Robbed by His Nurse—Whis- 
ky Oauses a Homicide—The[Daily Calen- 
der of Crime. 


Cu1caGco, ILL., Feb. 28.—A rather remarka- 
ble story came tolight last night when 17- 
year-old Annie Jackson was locked up, 
charged with having robbed her foster par- 
ents. Eleven years ago, having lost their 
only child, the Jacksons, who were then liv- 
ing in New York, adopted Annie Messler, an 
orphan. As the little one grew up the old 
people became more fond of herand she was 
surrounded with every comfort. Four years 
ago the Jacksons removed to this city. When 
Annie graduated from school, afew months 
ago, the parents wished to send her to col- 
lege, but she demurred, saying she would 
prefer to study dressmaking, so that she 
would know something practical. 

The old folks finally consented, and since 
then Annie has been going away from home 
every morning, not returning until evening, 
telling the folks that she was workingina 
dressmaking establishment. Every Saturday 
night fortwo months the girl has handed 
her mother $15, saying it was her week’s 
earnings, and this money was always care- 
fully put away in a hiding-place with the pile 
the old folks had been accumulating for many 
years. They were not believers in banks and 
Kept the money in the house. 

Last Tuesday evening the girl did not come 


. 4 home and, on searching her room a note was 
* found telling her foster parents that she had 


left forever and imploring forgiveness. It 
occurred to Mr. Jackson to count his savings, 
and when he had done 50 1=he 
found that over $1,400 had been 
abstracted. The police were notified 
and last night found Annie living with a 
dressmaker on the North Side. The woman 
said, however, that the girl had been with’ 
her but a few days. When taken tothe sta- 
tion Annie confessed. She said that all the 
time she pretended to be working at dress- 
making she had been deceiving the Jacksons. 
Every morning before leaving the house she 
would take $10 or more from the hiding place. 
Then she would go about down town, making 
acquaintances and posing as the daughter of 
a rich man, squandering money ina reckless 
fashion. The Saturday night ‘‘wages’’ 
banded to her mother was part of the week’s 
stealings. She had no money when arrested, 
and asserts that she spent it from day to day. 
The police think that some young man secured 
a good portion of it. The Jacksons are 
heart-broken, but declare they will prosecute 
and have her sent to some reformatory insti- 
tution. 


Poisoned Her Father’s Family. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 28.—Chief of Police 
Burrell of Revere yesterday arrested Pearl 
Lecourt, aged 19, on suspicion of having ad- 
ministered arsenic to the members of her 
father’s family, from the effects of which her 
brother Arthur (aged 8) bas died and other 
members of the family have been made very 
ill, Pearl alone having suffered nc effects 
from it. No motive is directly given for the 
girl to commit the crime, unless one can be 
implied by certain reports that Pearl has in- 
timated ‘that Mr. Lecourt is not her own 
father. A drug clerk in Chelsea, upon being 
confronted with the girl, positively stated 
that the girl visited his store and purchased 
arsenic before the family was taken sick, and 
once since. A chemical analysis of the stom- 
ach of the dead boy and of certain articles 
used about the house is being made and some 
important developments may result. At 
present the remaining members, consisting 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lecourt and two children, are 
rapidly recovering.

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Robbed by His Nurse. 


New YORK, Feb. 28.—A thief accused of rob- 
bing a sick man who was in his care was 
locked up at police headquarters on Thursday 
night and yesterday he was held for trial at 
the Jefferson Market Police Oourt. He is 
known to the public as John Johnston, alias 
‘*Big John,’’ and heis6blyearsold. At times 
he has earned an honest living as a trained 
nurse. Abouta month ago he was hired to 
attend William BM, Dunning, President of the 
United States Life Insurance Co. of Detroit, 
Mich,, who had come to this city on business 
and had been taken sickin his room at the 
New York Uotel. Mr. Dunning was so much 
better at the expiration of two weeks that he 
concluded to dispense with Johnston’s 
services, but Johnston expressed a desire to 


‘ take care of him until Mrs. Dunning,who had 


been summoned, arrived in New York. 

Onthe night of Feb. 12 Mr. D ng was 
aroused from sleep by feeling a hand on his 
breast, and he discovered that Johnston was 
trying to steal $200, which he had in the 
pocket of his nightshirt. Mr. Dunning seized 
Johnston’s hand, but he was helpless in the 
grasp ofthe thief, who forcibly took away 
the money and fled from the room. The 
guests in the hotel heard Mr. Dunning’s cries 
too late to pursue the thief, who left the 
hotel without trouble,’ It was discovered 
later that Johnston also had broken into Mr. 
Dunaing’s trunk and had stolen a watch and 
some jewels worth nearly $600. 

Information of the robbery was given to 
Chief Inspector Byrnes, who sent out de- 
tectives to search for Johnston.

The statement that 
Lake was a close relative of the Governor of 
this State caused many inauiries, and mem- 
bers of the Governor’s family have been kept 
busy teiling those who asked information 
that they did not know who Lake could be.

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REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF THE 8ST. LOUIS & 
SUBURBAN RAILWAY. 


Extensive Improvements of Vacant Prop- 
erty Between King’s Highway and 
Union Avenue Projected in Anticipa- 
tion of Higher Values—Notes. 


No time is being lostin the reconstruction 

of the old Narrow-Gauge Railway and 
patrons of the 8t. Louls & Suburban Railway 
Co. may expect to see the locomotives aban- 
doned and find themselves riding over the 
present route behind notseless electric motors 
early in June. The work of nstruction 
will first be carried out along the locomotive 
division west of Vandeventer avenue, where 
connection isnow made with the cable sys- 
tem While this work is going on the the south 
branch into Forest Park will also be con- 
structed, so that when the electric cars are 
first put into operation they will be run from 
Vandeventer avenue to the park, and out tu 
Florissant. The present road-bed being in 
good order andlaid with broad gauge ties 
and good rails, the workof adapting the 
track to the electric system can be done 
in a very short time, as the 
moving of one rail to fit the new gauge and 
putting up the trolley wire is about all that is 
required to effect the desired change. The 
branch into Forest Park will be a much 
heavier , a8 that section of the line has to 
be constructed in its entirety, no work what- 
ever having been done upon itas yet. How- 
ever, itisonly a short stretch from the old 
line down to the park, and that part of the 
work is not likely to occasion delay 
beyond the time indicated. After these 
suburban sections have been gotten into 
working order the cable portion of the route 
will be reconstructed with as little delay as 
possible, and when that has been done motors 
will be running over the entire line carrying 
passengers to any point within the city limits 
for a 5 cent fare. 

There appears to be no doubt whatever that 
the road will be in full operation early in the 
summer and property owners along the route 
arealready preparing to take advantage of 
os sm values which will follow this enter- 
prise. 

Between King’s highway and Union avenue 
there is a plot of about one hundred acres of 
vacant ground extending north of the pres- 
ent tracks to Page avenue, and some of the 
largest owners of that body of land are now 
making arrangements to have the whole of it 
improved under one general plan. The idea 
is to have the work done at the expense of the 
property owners with such assistance as they 
may be able to get from the public funds, and 
several meetings with that object in 
view have already been held, the pros- 
pect being that the several  in- 
terests will be united in a way that will effect 
the improvement. Among the principal 
owners of this land there is the 8t. Louis & 
Suburban Railway Oo., who yet have about 
ten acres of the old Kensington Garden site; 
the West End Improvement Co., and Ellis 
Wainwright, who lately bought about seven- 
teen acres on Page avenue;the Gay estate, 
owning about twenty acres at the southeast 
corner Of Union and Page avenues;the Hud- 
600 estate; the Rychlike estate, with twenty 
acres at the southwest corner of King’s high- 
way and Page, and W. 8S. Pope, who owns 
several hundred feet next south on King’s 
highway.

DESPICABLE PIECE OF WORK. 


Mail Clerks Destroy Letters 
Delivering Them, 


A. C,. Jacquith, Frank Vallmer, Reppe and 
McGrath, four postal clerks on the St. Louis 
& Little Rock road, running from here to 
Little Rock, Ark., are under arrest in the lat- 
ter city for an offense which the Post-office in- 
spectors term the meanest act a postal clerk 
can do, On leaving St. Louis, the clerks 
found two sacks of circulars, a few postal 
cards anda few letters for Arkansas, which 
it was their duty to distribute. The mail was 
quite heavy without. them, but the clerks 
could have easily distributed them had they 
worked. According to the ‘confession of 
Jacquith he told the clerks under him to 
put the sacks to one side, and when near 
Corning, Ark., be placed some coal in each 
sack, and as the train passed over a small lake 
heand McGrath threw the sacks into the 
water, They turned in the slips and received 
credit for distributing the mail. Several days 
later a farmer, fishing for bass on the trestle 
work, pulled up both sacks with his line and 
gave them to the postmaster at Oorn- 
ing. The four clerks were arrested and 
will be given a hearing in Little 
Rock to-day. Jacquith has already been 
held in $1,000 bond. The Post-office author- 
ities here consider this piece of work, de- 
stroying mail to escape work, an offense 
more serious than robbing the mail and then 
destroyingit. The punishment will be se- 
vere.

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BOLD JACK M’AULIFFE. 


HE WANTS TO STAND BEFORE FITZSIM- 
MONS FOR FOUR ROUNDS. 


Phillips Ties Rubenstein for the Figure 
Skating Championship— Al Johnson 
Will Make Things Interesting for the 
League—Sports of All Sorts. 


There is one man among tne hundreds who 
saw Bob Fitzsimmons whip Jack Dempsey 
who does not believe that the New Zealander 
is anything like the pugilistic phenomenon he 
is cracked up to be, comments the New York . 
WORLD. That man is Jack McAuliffe, and he 
claims to know what he Is talking about, for 
he was one of Dempsey’s seconds on that 
memorable occasion. The light-weight 
champion declared yesterday that he would 
box four rounds with Fitzsimmons if a suita- 
ble arrangement regarding the division of the 
purse could be made. 

**I know perfectly well that I can’t whip 
him,’’ said McAuliffeto a WORLD man last 
night, ‘*but he can’t stop mein four rounds. 
I will box him within three weeks for gate 
receipts, andI have been looking about to- 
day to see what kind of a building can be se- 
cured for the contest.’’ 

**But you remember that this man has 
won nearly all his battles in two or three 
rounds,.’’ 

**Oh, yes,’’ Jack answered witha knowing 
wink, ‘‘but Iknow a few things. This man is 
clever, Iadmit, buthe has a few things to 
learn. lam willing to take a chance with 
him for four rounds at any time, the sooner 
the better.’’ 

In the opinion ofmany sporting men a 
match such as McAuliffe suggests would re- 
sult disastrously for him. His backer, Dick 
Roche, was found at the St. James Hotel last 
night. He had heard Juck say that he would 
agree to box a limited number of rounds with 
the New Zealander. 

**McAuliffe is his own master,’’ said Mr. 
Roche, ‘‘but in my judgment he would be un- 
wise to make a match with a man so much 
bigger than himself.’’ 

One of McAuliff’s greatest admirers who 
saw the fight in New Orleans, when spoken to 
regarding Jack’s intentions, said: 

‘*‘Why, this man will knock Jack’s head off. 
Four rounfis will not protect him. Iam sur- 
prised that Jack should entertain for a mo- 
ment any thoughts of meeting this fellow. 
Jack can whip any light-weight in the world, 
but he will bite off a big hunk of bitter cake if 
he tackles Fitz. Why, Cal McCarthy might 
as well think of staying four rounds with Mc- 
Auliffe. It would bea pity to see McAuliffe 
sacrifice his reputation. Ofcourse a defeat 
by a man of Fitzsimmons’ size would not in- 
jure him as much as ifaman of his own size 
had whipped him, but still it would hurt 
him,’’ 

It is said that efforts were made yesterday 
to lease Madison Square Garden for the con- 
test. 

ED SMITH AND JIM HALL. 

John G. Quinn of Pittsburg, on behalf of 
Ed Smith, the Denver pugilist, who was de- 
feated by George Godfrey, has written the 
Olympic Ciub, New Orleans, asking what 
amount of money the club would offer fora 
contest toa finish between Smith and Jim 
Hall, neither man to weigh heavier than 150 
pounds. 

During -a conversation Mr. Quinn said: 
‘*Smith has fought more battles than Fitz- 
simmons and Hall put together. Fitzsim- 
mons would not undertake to Knock Johnny 
Cash out in four rounds, while Smith has al- 
ready knocked Cash out in tworounds. Smith 
can easily get downto weight, and I don’t 
see why Hall should decline to meet him. It 
would be a foolish notion if Hall has come to 
America tofight Fitzsimmons and nobody 
else.’’ 

THE BANTAMS. 

Joseph R. Baker, the horseman, on learn- 
ing that Avery’s backer had not covered his 
$500 deposit to match Tommy Kelly, the Har- 
lem Spider, against Avery for $2,500, posted a 
forfeit of $1,000 with Richard K. Fox, and left 
the following note: ‘‘Finding that Avery’s 
backers have not covered the $500 I posted 
with Richard K. Fox to arrange a match for 
$2,500 a side, Ihave decided to match Kelly 
against any 108-pound pugilist in England, 
America or Australia for any sum from $2,500 
to $5,000. 


THE TURF. 


Telegraphic advices from Nashville, Tenn., 
state that the State Senate there yesterday 
tabled by a vote of 16 to8the bill recently in- 
troduced to amend the present poollaw. The 
present poollaw of Tennessee prohibits the 
sale of pools on any races except those heid 
inside the State. Thislimits pool selling to 
the time during which regular - race 
meetings are in progress, and practically 
limits it to pool selling on race-tracks, 
as pool rooms cannot afford to open for only 
a few weeks inthe year and remain closed 
the remainder ofthetime, The amendment, 
which was knocked out in the Senate yester- 
day by being tabled, permitted the sale of 
pools on races run in oroutofthe State, but 
provided that the pools should be sold only 
within the grounds of the chartered. racing 
associations. This proposed amendment 
was merely a ruse of the pool rooms to defeat 
the purposes of the present State law, as the 
change proposed Is the law which has already 
been declared illegal in New York, Illinois 
and other States, the courts holding that 
pools cannot be sold in one spot in the State 
and notin others. Hadthe pool-rooms suc- 
ceeded in passing this amendment they 
could have had the law knocked out as ille- 
gal and all of them would have beenat liberty 
to run. The present Tennessee pool law 
makes no distinction between race tracks 
and pool-rooms, but permits the sales of pools 
anywhere while the regular race meetings are 
in progress in the State and pro- 
hibits their sale everywhere when such 
race meetings are not in progress. 
Thus without making any legal distinction or 
being open to the charge of class legislation, 
the Tennessee law closes the poll-rooms and 
yet permits racing associations to sell pools 
on their own races while their meetings are 
in progress. Itisthe same law which has 
passed the Missouri Senate, Mr. Stone of St. 
Louis having introduced the billto close the 
pool-rooms. The latter are now trying to de- 
feat itand charge that itis in operation in 
Tennessee and that the pool-rooms are 
running there again.

COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 

The graduate treasurer of the Harvard Ath- 
letic Association, Mr. William Hooper, has 
made his first annual report concerning the 
expenses of the college athletic teams and 
their general financial condition. It isa very 
interesting report to the general public, as it 
shows the expenses of conducting college 
athletics of all kinds. 

The freshman eleven raised $623 by sub- 
scriptions and $160 from games, making a 
total of $783. The total expenses amounted 
to $727.90. The nine raised $930.80, against 
expenses of $866.21. The crew’s receipts 
were $2,112.39 and its expenses $2,069.43. 
This made the total receipts of the 
freshmen teams $3,826.19, against expenses 
of $3 ,663.54. , 

The Lawn Teiinis Association recieved $629:33 
chiefly from games played on the courts. The 
expenses have been $609.51, but there are still 
unpaid bills amounting to $389. 

The Cricket Club has had the most even ac- 
counts, its expenditures being $566.57, against 
receipts of $569.78. 

The Cycling Association’s receipts and ex- 
penses Dalance—$877.02 each. The association 
still owes $295.25. 

The Rowing Club’s total income .was 
$1,805.54, against expenses of $662.83. This 
leaves a balance of $1,142.71. 

The Harvard Athletic Association’s receipts 
were $2,848.10, against expenses of $2,826.44. 
The unpaid bills amount to $498.43. 

The foot ball association, as usual, has had 
a prosperous year. The subscriptions 
amounted to $3,629, and gate receipts to 
$7 ,621.61, making the total $11,399.87. The ex- 
penses were $9,060.10. Ofthe surplus, $1,500 
was retained by the club, while $839 was 
added to the surplus fund. 

Although the base ball association has less 
money on hand,it nearly equalled the foot 
ball surplus. The receipts were $9,682.35, of 
which $9,623.83 was received from games, and 
the expenses $7,823.69. Theclub kept $1,500, 
and $308.66 went to the surplus fund. 

The boat club received $7,138.46, of which 
$3,817.70 was subscribed. The expenses 
amounted to $6,958.20, thus leaving a balance 
of $185.26. 

The total income of thevarious ’varsity 
clubs was $33.0985 and the total expenses $28,- 
714.53. 

Mr. Hooper says: ‘‘I cannot but Delleve 
that with careful management the expense 
accounts can be materially lessened.’’

SKATING. 

Louis Rubenstein of Montreal, who visited 
Europe a yearago and easily won at St. 
Petersburg the fancy skating championship 
of the world, but was cheated out of It on ac- 
count of his religious belief, has at last met 
an opponent whom he does not outclass. 
Heretofore Rubenstein has never met a man 
who could compare with him, and bas won 
the American fancy skating cham- 
pionship with ease. “At the contest for 
the championship of the, National Amateur 
Skating Association held Tuesday last at Al- 
pany, N. Y., George D. Phillips of New York 
City tied him for the prize.. There were 
twenty-three figures skated, and the men 
who appeared were Louls Rubinstein of Mon- 
treal (champion), George D. Phillips of the 
New York Athletic Club, Elsbury McLean of 
the same club and Herbert 8. Evans of Bos- 
ton. J.S. Bacon of Arlington, Mass., the 
New England champion, did not appear. 
The judges were J. B. Storyand E. W. Burr 
of N. A. S. A. and George ©. Walton of New 
York, who acted in the place of A. J. Dupig- 
nac of Brooklyn. 

The result of the contest was a surprise to 
the judges themselves, Rubenstein and Phil- 
lips each getting 71 points. McLean captured 
third prize by a score of 46 points, against the 
80 made by the Boston skater. Of the two 
leaders Rubenstein captured first place in 
these figures: 

Outside edge roll, forward and backward; 
inside edge roll, forward and backward; fig- 
ure 8, forward and backward on one foot; 
the ‘‘Onto Richmond’’ movement; curvali- 
near angles, grapevine, loops and in special- 
ties, or eleven out of the twenty-two » 

Phillips took first place in the ‘‘lap foot’’ 
cross roll backward; change of edge roll for- 
ward and backward; ‘‘locomotives,’’ toeand 
heel; single flat-foot spins; serpentine, or 
eight figures out of twenty-two. 

The first and second medals were held by 
the judges pending some agreement between 
Rubenstein and Phillips as to skating off the 
tie. This is the first tie in the history of the 
association, and the judges were at a loss for 
a precedent. During the contest Rubenstein 
showed a firmer balance in some of the edge 
and circle movements, while Phillips was by 
far the more graceful. The latter recently

MISS ANNA DICKINSON 


CONFINED IN AN INSANE ASYLUM AT 
DANVILLE, PA. 


Peculiarities of Her Malady—A Physician 
Describes Her Case and the Treatment 
That Will Be Followed—The Probable 
Result—Miss Dickinson’s Life. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 28.—There is no 
longer any doubt as to Miss Anna Dickinson’s 
insanity, her sister’s denial to the contrary 
notwithstanding. A reporter visited the 
State Hospital for the Insane at Danville yes- 
terday afternoon, and there saw Miss Dick- 
inson in one of the female wards and in the 
charge of the keepers. 

Dr. Schuitz, the head of the institution, 


inson in her present condition, but gave all 
the information in his power. Her insanity 
does not appear to be a mania on any paftic- 
ular subject, but a deep-seated disease of the 
mind which leads her to look at everything 
in a wrong light. She was taken to the 
asylum on Wednesday by order of the Di- 
rectors of the Poor in the district of West 
Pittston. She was accompanied by Mr. Eg- 
gleston, one of the poor directors, and Dr. 
Hiileman, the physician employed by them to 
examine and certify to her insanity. 

Upon entering the party were met by Dr.
